THE COMING ELECTION. 

Even at the risk of tiring our 
readers with repented allusions to civic 
affairs wo feel constrained this morning 
to call their attention to the. merits and 
claims of several of the candidates who 
will be nominated fortho various wards 
on Monday next. It is notour present 
intention to point out the demerits of 
tho four candidates who willhenceforth 
be known as the "quartette," because 
we feel assured they are so glaring that 
there is no possibility of the public eye 
failing to detect them. Our duty ou 
this occasion is to deal with candidates 
who, if elected, will be a credit to the 
city and transact its business faithful- 
ly and with integrity. To proceed then 
to our task. In James Bay Ward 
amongst the candidates will bo Messrs. 
Alex. McLeax and J. Smith (of tho 
firm of Smith & Clark). Tho former 
gentleman consented to como forward 
at the request of numerous ratepayers 
and his election may bo regarded ns a 
foregono conclusion. His businessquali- 
fications admirably adapt him to the 
position of a member of the Finance 
Committee and his well known decision 
of character will be a guaranteo to the 
ratepayers that if ho promises to do 
anything ho will not be found attempt- 
ing to escapo from his obligation. Mr. 
Smith is well known to tho ratepayers 
as a member of one of tho largest build- 
ing firms in the city. Ho is a gentle- 
man of energy and enterprise and con- 
siderable business experience. Not 
only is ho a somewhat extensive pro- 
perty holder in the ward he will doubt- 
less represent, but at times ho is alarge 
employer of labor throughout tho city 
His knowledge of the building trade 
will stand him in good account when 
tenders come before the Council for 
consideration; and will at once 
prove a check to any possible 
attempt to award a contract at 
fancy figures. With Mr. McLean for 
his colleague James Bay ward will have 
two able representatives. In Yates 
Street Ward new blood is also conspic- 
uous, although in one of tho candidates 
we recognize the name of a councillor 
who represented the city several years 
since, and who now deems it his duty 
to come again to her rescue. Wo refer 
to Capt. G. G. Walker, who together 
with Mr. Axdrew .Rome and Mr. G. 
Maxsell (Maxsell & Holroyd) will 
doubtless meet with hearty support at 
the hands of the ratepayers. Captain 
Walker knows every street in the 
city and understands how repairs can 
most economically and efficiently bo ef- 
fected. He has resided here for many 
years and by careful observation has 
gained valuable knowledge as to the 
most suitable system for drainage. 
Being a skilled mechanic himself, he 
is an excellent judge of good work- 
manship, and his opinion will no doubt 
bo courted by the rest of the Coun- 
cil. Mr. Rome, although appearing 
ns a candidate for civic honors for the 
first time since his residence here, is 
well versed in municipal affairs, hav- 
ing taken quite an interest therein as a 
keen observer for several years past. 
Hehashad a large experience in the mer- 
cantile world, which peculiarly qual- 
ifies him for the office foi which he is 
now a candidate. By a course of strict 
integrity he has gained the confidence 
and esteem of the entire community, 
and the ratepayers would be guilty of 
an act of injustice to themselves wero 
they to fail to elect him on Tuesday 
next. It is to be regretted that more 
citizens of Mr. Rome's stamp do not 
evince an interest in municipal mat- 
ters. In Mr. G. Maxsell we have 
another excellent candidate, and from 
the manner in which lie was received 
during a personal canvass of the ward, 
there can be no doubt as to his elec- 
tion. He is a man who has the 
gift of application which, aided by per- 
severance and good judgment, renders 
failure something almost unknown to 
him. A person who displays great 
care in the management of his own 
business, may generally be entrusted 
with safety to conduct the affairs of 
others. In matters of detail as well as 
of magnitude Mr. Maxsell will be 
found to bo a close investigator and, so 
far as he is concerned, the ratepayers 
may rest assured the municipal reven- 
ue will be economically and judicially 
expended. In Johnson Street Ward 
the two present representatives — 
Couns. Williams and Dalby — will be 
opposed by Mr. 0. W. R. Tiiompsox, 
and Mr. J. Kixsmax. Mr. Tiiomp- 
sox is a gentleman known per- 
sonally to a majority of the rate- 
payers. He is an admirablo finan- 
cier and possesses raro business quali- 
fications, which will prove of great vail e 
to the Council. Being also a larj.0 
property holder, his aim will doubt- 
less be to keep down the rate of taxa- 
tion, but at the same time to carry out 
as many improvements as the revenue 
of the city will permit of. It may bo 
relied on that Mr. Thompson will take 
an independent course in all matters 
and will sanction no transaction having 
about it the taint of "ring'' or tho sem- 
blance of jobbery. Mr. Kinsman 
is tho last candidato with whom we 
havo to deal to-day. That gentleman is 
one of the best citizens we have and, 
known ns ho is to be a man of honesty 
and integrity, he will doubtless be very 
favorably received at the polls. He is 
ono of the most extensive contractors 
in the city and a skilled mechanic as 
well. No citizen is better versed in 
the manner in which public works 
should be prosecuted and when Mr. 
Kinsman gives his opinion on sewer- 
age, filtration, culverts, drains and a 
hundred other important matters, he 
will speak with an authority which 
will be of great value to the Council. 
We are glad to see ho is alive to tho 
necessity of bringing about civic re- 
form and q' better administration of 



affairs. Let the people show their ap- 
preciation of his spirit by electing him 
with Mr. Thompson. Johnson Street 
Ward will then have two able represen- 
tatives. This is but a brief renume of 
some of tho candidates at present in the 
field, who, believing the timoliasarrived 
when a change in tho Municipal Gov- 
ernment is desirable, ask the electors 
to extend their suffrages to them on 
Tuesday next. Those who have 
closely observed the manner in which 
city affairs have been conducted during 
the past twelve months, havo doubtless 
at times noticed tho scandalous and 
high-handed manner in which question- 
able transactions havo been forced 
through tho Council. But the ratepayers 
in a very fow clays will have an oppor- 
tunity to render a recurrence of such 
nefarious dealings impossible by elect- 
ing candidates to represent them who 
will be party to§no transaction that is 
not honorable, straight-forward and 
abovo-board. Should the ratepayers 
fail to avail themselves of tho chance 
presented they will assuredly live to 
regret it — and that in the near future. 



THE CITY BALL SIDEWALK 

Tho members of that brilliant muni- 
cipal constellation known as tho ".quar- 
tette" are welcome to all the grati- 
fication they can possibly extract from 
tho disreputable condition of the City 
Hall sidewalk. They are welcome also 
to all tho laurels of victory they can 
gather from tho so-called "investi- 
gation," held on Wednesday evening. 
But even with this load of greatness 
upon them and this halo of 
glory about them, they cannot hood- 
wink tho ratepayer" and make them 
believe tho side-walk transaction was 
what it should havo been. Ocular de- 
monstration for fivo minutes in this 
matter is worth moro than all the 
highfalutin sentences and murdered 
Queen's English tho silvery tongued 
quartette can relieve themselves of 
in five days or five years. The side- 
walk is there and it speaks for itself in 
a far more forciblo manner than can any 
of those who advocated its construc- 
tion can. It is all very well for the 
Architect to say that the contractor 
performed the work to his (Mr. 
Teaoue's) satisfaction, but that does 
not do away with tho fact that the 
sidewalk is now absolutely rotten and 
will require to be reconstructed in sev- 
eral places. It is all very fine, too, for 
the "quartette" to say that it would 
never have been in its present condi- 
tion had it not been built too lato in 
the season. We will admit, for the 
sake of argument, that such is the 
case. But who, we would ask, voted 
for its construction at that late season ! 
The quartette! Surely they knew 
what month of the year it was when 
the contract was signed and surely they 
must havo been aware what the inevi- 
table result of performing the work at 
that time would be. "But," say the 
quartette, "it was all Coun. Todd's 
fault because he put off tho business so 
long." What puerile bosh. Of course 
Coun. Todd put the matter off as long 
as he could, for was he not a member 
of the minority and opposed to the 
construction of the sidewalk from first 
to last? But was that any reason why 
the constellation, merely to display its 
unusual brilliancy, should insist on 
the prosecution of a public work in 
the depth of winter which could only 
be properly and successfully carried 
out in favorable weather. Faugh! 
We are sick of listening to the special 
pleadings of councillors who have made 
an eggregious blunder hut have not 
sufficient manliness to admit it. Hero 
is the record; let the ratepayers digest 
it: — "Nov. 7th, 1878. — Coun. Daldv 
moved that the lowest tender for the 
patent stone sidewalk bo accepted." A 
debate ensued and the Mayor protested 
against the expenditure on grounds of 
illegality. Finally the report says: — 
"The question was then put and the 
resolution was carried on the following 
division: For— WILLIAMS, MAR- 
VIN, DAL BY and SHAKE- 
SPEARE. Against — Todd, Turner 
and Redferx. On the request of 
Coun. Redferx the vote was recorded 
in the minute book." This shows pret- 
ty conclusively on whom the blame 
rests for letting a contract for a patent 
stone sidewalk in the month of No- 
vember — one of tho most unfavorable 
months of tho twelve for tho perform- 
ance of such work. Perhaps the quar- 
tette will explain what induced them 
to mistake winter for summer.

Our special correspondent writing from 
this soction of the country under dato of 
the 4th inst says: — The weather for some 
time back has been delightful — bright 
sunny days, and clear frosty moonlight 
nights. Tho roads are now in splendid 
condition for wagoning. Messrs. Wella 
and Boyd's mills commenced work to-day. 
Unfortunately, the Chadsey mills must be 
removed again, for a bar in tho river 
turns the current right upon the bank op- 
poBito the mill and is washing it rapidly 
away. They are making preparation to 
remove it. They have the sympathy of 
tho entire settlement in their unfortunate 
battle with tho Fraser. Tho Govern- 
ment should try and Btop the encroach- 
ments of tho river at this point, for if it 
should make headway behind the mountain 
it will do incalculable damage to proper- 
ty, and would leave Mr. Millar'3 tine 
house on a rocky island. Fourteen sot- 
tlors have organized under the "Drainage 
Act," to open up a largo drain some three 
miles long from lot 37'J, township 2Gwest, 
to Squi Allah. Messrs. CawlcyandReec* 
are chosen as commissioners and the site 
of tho dram is marked out, cleared of 
brush, and tho levels taken. Tho fall is 
32 feet from point of commencement to 
its mouth. The undertaking can't fail to 
be a success, as it will drain a large tract 
of land hitherto useless except in foster- 
ing frogs and wild ducks. Mr. C. Robs 
got his foot broken about two weeks ago 
while moving a huuso belonging to Mr. 
Dunville. Tho mails arrive and dopart 
very irregularly. No papers this week, 
and none until Wednesday or Thursday. 
Tho regular steamer made her last trip 
down, last Monday for this season; but 
the "Gem" is expected to make somo 
trips if tho river keeps open. Church 
dinners and socials are the orders of tho 
day. A dinner was given by tho ladies 
of the Methodist Church, in Mr. Toop's 
residence opposite the church, on Now 
Year's day.

A Quoor Custom. 

(Froai the Ilrdtimore Bulletin.) 

The annual jumping procession of 
Luxemburg is one of the queerest re- 
ligious displays which a superstitious 
tradition ever gave rise to. Whatever 
may he its origin, certain it is that once 
a year, on Whit Tuesday, the people in 
the vicinity of the old town of Echter- 
nacht gather together by thousands, 
and, forming into a regular procession, 
gravely and deliberately endeavor to 
dance, jump, and hop from the start- 
ing point to the church, a full three 
hours' journey. It is thought that by 
jumping, hopping and dancing over this 
long distance on the day mentioned, the 
sins of the preceding year aro blotted 
and stamped out and salvation made 
sure. The burdened sinners form in 
line, four abreast, and hand in baud, 
and headed bybandsof music, to which 
their movements koep time, they pro- 
ceed with the utmost solemnity to hop 
skip and jump into salvation. 

To unprejudiced spectators the spec- 
tacle is said to be infinitely amusing 
and absurd. Imagine thousands of 
men, women and children, with tho ut- 
most gravity of countenance and fran- 
tic energy, jumpingalong, beating down 
Satan under their feet, as it wero, at 
every step, and lessening their load of 
sin at every jump. The doctrine shows 
marks of logical evolution in many of 
the rules which guide these religious 
acrobats. For instance, it is laid down 
that a jumper may not only jump him- 
self into a utato of purity and safety, 
but by jumps of supererogation may 
rescuo the soul of some less agile and 
long-winded sinner. It is also held 
that every jump counts in the contest 
with tho Evil One, which is an extreme- 
ly consolatory and encouragagiug doc- 
trino for these unfortunate sinners 
whose legs are not equal to their pious 
aspirations. At the same time, only 
those whe succeed in accomplishing the 
entire journey have wiped out all their 
■ins, and out of many thousands, few 
art so httppy «i to rvip» off old fcorw. 



Tho telegraph on the Pacilic datos 
back to 1853, when Mr. Gamble ran 
the first wire from San Francisco to- 
wards San J ose, then a mere hamlet. 
Under his superintendence, mainly, 
from this littlo beginning tho wires 
have been extended, until now thoy 
reach every city and hamlet from the 
far-off' Fraser River in British Colum- 
bia to and across the torrid plains of 
Arizona. Every mountain range has 
been crossed and recrossed, and every 
river on the coast has been spanned by 
the highway for the lightnings. It 
would fill a volume to narrate tho toil 
and labor the construction of these 
lines have cost. Many of thoni were 
built in advance ofroadsor settlements, 
where tho constructors had to engineor 
their own way across trackless desorts 
and how their paths through the don- 
sest forests and jungles, and ferry thsm- 
solves across rivers as best thoy could. 
Mountains have been crossed that 
pierce tho clouds, and on whose sum- 
mits rest oternal snows. Noithor cold 
nor heat, nor apparently inaccessible 
cliff's and impassable swamps, wero al- 
lowed to turn back those who carried 
forward tho work of introducing tho 
"evidence of civilization"-— as Horace 
Grooly once termed tho telegraph— to 
tho breadth r of our Pacific possessions. 

P. II. Lovoll, F. A Bee and Fred. 
McCrellish aro entitled to the credit of 
having constructed tho first lino across 
tho Sierra Nevadas in 1858, between 
Placorville and Genoa, Nevada. This 
lino ft-as afterwards extended to 
Fort Churchill. In 1860 tho groat 
feat of putting the Atlantic and Pacifio 
Coast in tolegraphiccommunication was 
accomplished. The section west of 
Salt Lake City was built by the Cali- 
fornia State Telegraph Company, of 
which H.W. Carpenter was President, 
J. Mora Moss, Vice-President, and G. 
S. Ladd, now President of tho Electri- 
cal Construction Company, was Secre- 
tary. James Gamble was Superinten- 
dent, and was assisted in tho working 
department by the late James Street 
and I. M. Hubbard. In 1859 Los 
Angeles was put in telegraphic commu- 
nication with the world by a line run 
from San Jose along the Butterfield 
overland stage road, by F. L. Vanden- 
berg, present Superintendent of rail- 
road telegraph interests, and one of tho 
oldest telegraph men in the country. 
In 1863 J. E. Stro»g projected a line 
to Portland, Oregon, from Yreka, but 
in tho subsequent year sold it in its 
partially constructed condition to tho 
California State Company. In 1864 
and '05 this line was completed, and 
tho work continued northward through 
an almost unbroken forest to New 
Westminster, British Columbia, aud by 
cable from the mainland to Vancou- 
ver's Island. This work was assigned 
to R. R. Haines. In 1868 the same 
gentleman ran a wire from Portland, 
Oragon, to tho Dalles, on the Columbia 
River. In 1870 San Diego was put in 
communication with Los Angeles, and 
in the fall of tho same year a wire was 
extended from San Diego northward 
through San Buenaventura to Santa 
Barbara. In 1873 the Government 
completed six hundred miles of tele- 
graph line in Arizona, connecting with 
the existing line at San Diego. This 
work wasdonounderthesuperintendence 
of Mr. Haines. The same party in 
1874 ran the coast line between Salinas 
City and Santa Barbara, passing 
through the interesting county and 
city of San Luis Obispo. We have not 
the data for much of the work perform- 
ed in running the wires through Neva- 
da by Frank Bell. The aggregate is 
large, and the service in buffeting the 
wild storms of the Sierras has often 
been so severe as to tax to the utmost 
his indomitable energy. — Los Ange ks 
h'epublicav. 



No stopping in the jumping from be- 
ginning to end of the journey is allow- 
ed. They must jump right on till they 
get to the church, and if they get out 
of the ranks they cannot resume their 
pious exercises on their own account, 
but for the sako of a friend or enemy 
they may resume their jumping; no 
sinner, however, can expect to have 
his transgressions jumped away for no- 
thing, anil accordingly, when his legs 
give out he finds plenty of friends ready 
to jump for him at so much an hour. 
This last development of the original 
doctrine might seem to encourago 
carnal and worldly jumpers, who cruelly 
speculate on the physical weaknesses of 
tlieir.follow sinners, but it is absolutely 
necessary, in order to give feoblo tran- 
sgressors an equal chance with those of 
a stronger frames. Tho way of the 
transgressor Jis unmistakably hard in 
Luxuniburg on Whit Tuesday, but it 
would seem comparatively easy for the 
rest of tho year.
